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The  General  Assembly  has  recommended  that  special  Collections  or  Contributions  for  its 
Schemes  be  made  on  the  first  Lord’s  day  of  the  following  months: 


January,  .for Foreign  Missions. 

February , **  Education. 

March,  u Sustentation. 

May,  u Fublication. 

July,  tf  Church  Erection. 

September, u Relief  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers. 

November,  **  Home  Missions. 

December, u Freedmen. 


FORM  OF  BEQUEST  TO  ANY  OF  THE  BOARDS. 

The  State  laws  differ  so  much  that  no  one  form  will  answer  in  all  the  States,  but  in  every  case 
it  is  essential  to  give  the  right  corporate  name. 

Bequests  for  Home  Missions  should  be  made  to  “ The  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,"  which  is  now  the  corporate  title. 

Of  the  Hoard  of  Education  the  corporate  name  is  “ The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America." 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New  York,  under  the 
style  of  “ The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America." 

The  Board  of  Fublication  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  under  the  style  of 
“ The  Trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication." 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  is  incorporated  under  the  style  of  “The  Board  of  the  Church 
Erection  Fund  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America"  incorporated  March  31,  1855,  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Bequests  that  have  been  made  to  the  “ Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly ,”  or  to  the  “ Trustees 
of  the  Presbyterian  House,"  for  Church  purposes,  will  be  valid. 

All  Bequests  made  to  the  incorporated  Boards  or  Committees  of  the  two  late  Assemblies  are 
valid,  and  will  be  received  by  the  Boards  which  are  their  legal  successors. 

The  Relief  Fund  for  Disabled.  Ministers,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Ministers  requires  the  following  form: 

“1  give  and  bequeath  to  my  executors  hereinafter  named, dollars  in  trust,  nevertheless, 

that  they  shall,  within months  after  my  decease,  pay  the  same  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Gen- 

eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  for  the  use  of  the 
Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers  and  their  Families.” 

When  real  estate  or  other  property  is  given,  let  it  be  particularly  designated. 
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SPECIAL  NOTES. 

RELIEF  FOR  THE  SUFFERERS. 

Many  of  our  churches  send  to  us  for  the  names  of  missionaries  on  the 
field  of  the  11  Grasshopper  Invasion ,”  preferring  to  send  supplies  to  be 
distributed  to  the  suffering  by  their  hands.  Many  “boxes”  and  “bar- 
rels” of  Relief  Goods  have  gone  forward,  and  the  missionaries  write  back 
of  the  present  and  prospective  suffering  of  the  people  and  their  own  cheer- 
ful alacrity  in  making  a wise  distribution  of  what  comes  to  their  hands. 
We  propose  to  take  notice  of  this  new  and  we  trust  temporary  charity,  on 
the  pages  of  the  Record.  Churches  are  requested  to  furnish  us  by  Pos- 
tal Card  the  number  of  boxes  sent,  to  whom  sent,  and  their  estimated 
value,  that  we  may  acknowledge  the  same  in  the  Record.  And  mis- 
sionaries are  requested  to  report  to  us  all  boxes  received,  and  from  what 
sources,  and  make  a prompt,  careful,  and  judicious  distribution  of  the 
same. 

TO  PRESBYTERIES  AND  APPLICANTS  FOR  AID. 

The  practice  is  evidently  growing  to  have  applications  for  aid  from  the 
Board,  considered  and  endorsed  by  Committees  of  Presbytery  alone , 
instead  of  by  the  Presbytery  itself  in  open  session.  In  some  cases 
the  Chairman  of  a Committee  seems  to  act  without  reference  even  to 
the  Committee,  signing  the  application  without  any  allusion  to  its  con- 
sent or  order.  Now  these  Committees  were  originally  to  act  in  extreme 
cases  only,  or  when  the  Presbytery  could  not  be  convened.  By  this 
assumption  of  its  duties,  the  Presbytery  is  often  left  in  ignorance  of  its 
own  mission  field — its  wants,  and  how  it  is  worked.  By  this  ignorance 
of  the  field  the  Presbytery  loses  its  interest  in  and  sympathy  with  the 
Board  in  its  struggles  to  render  aid. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  should  lay  each  case  before  its  Presbytery, 
when  at  all  possible,  with  all  its  details,  and  relations  to  other  cases,  so 
that  the  greatest  efficiency  and  economy  can  be  secured.  The  thorough 
supervision  by  each  Presbytery,  of  its  mission  field,  to  secure  the  group- 
ing of  feeble  ones  for  mutual  aid,  is  indispensable  in  this  time  of  debt  and 
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great  financial  depression.  The  attention  of  the  Presbyteries  to  the 
above,  at  their  approaching  meeting,  is  earnestly  requested. 

Receipts  in  December,  1814,  were  as  follows:

which,  added  to  the  amount  acknowledged  in  the  Record  for  January — 
$134,294  53 — makes  the  entire  receipts  from  the  beginning  of  our  fiscal 
year,  April  1st  to  December  31st,  1814,  $111,581  15,  leaving  $222,412  85 
yet  to  be  received  of  the  $400,000  allotted  by  the  last  Assembly  to  Home 
Missions.  But  90  days  of  the  fiscal  year  remain  in  which  to  receive  this 
$222,412  85! — $2,411  23  per  day!  Who  will  help  to  accomplish  this 
great  and  good  work? 

The  treasury  of  the  Sustentation  Department  received  in  December 
$2,106  84,  which,  with  the  $9,484  30  acknowledged  in  the  January 
Record , makes  the  entire  receipts  for  the  first  8 months  of  its  fiscal  year, 
$11,511  14,  leaving  $88,408  86  of  the  allotment  of  the  last  Assembly  to 
be  received  in  the  next  three  months.  The  books  of  Home  Missions  and 
the  Sustentation  Department,  in  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  will  close  on  the  31st  of  March,  giving  but  11  months 
of  the  fiscal  year  to  Sustentation.  February  and  March  are  our  only 
hope  now. 

THE  CHINESE. 

The  Chinese  migration  to  this  country  presents  a problem  of  difficult 
solution.  The  only  door  of  hope  for  them  and  for  us  lies  in  their  thorough 
evangelization.  Ready  access  to  them  for  this  end  is  found  in  their 
strong  desire  to  learn  our  language,  often  at  least,  if  not  always,  to  get  on 
in  business.  They  plainly  see  there  is  no  chance  for  them  in  this  direc- 
tion without  some  ability  to  read,  write,  and  especially  to  speak  the  lan- 
guage of  our  country.  Hence  their  more  than  willingness  to  attend  our 
Sabbath-schools.  Among  our  large  number  of  missionaries  in  California, 
Nevada,  Montana,  Oregon,  and  Washington  Territory,  almost  every  one  of 
them  has  more  or  less  of  this  interesting  people  in  their  schools.  A single 
school  in  a newly  organized  church  in  Southern  California  gathered,  in 
the  course  of  three  Sabbaths,  nearly  a hundred  for  instruction  in  reading 
the  Scriptures,  chiefly  for  the  purpose,  on  their  part,  of  acquiring  the  lan- 
guage. Who  can  estimate  the  opportunity  thus  furnished  our  mission- 
aries and  people  to  teach  them  the  knowledge  of  the  only  living  and  true 
God,  and  Jesus  Christ  whom  He  has  sent,  which  is  eternal  life.  We 
commend  this  to  God’s  people  as  a “great  door  and  effectual”  to  prepare 
these  people  to  become  a blessing  here  if  they  stay,  and  a blessing  to  the 
millions  of  their  countrymen  beyond  the  ocean.  He  who  desires  a solu- 
tion of  the  Chinese  problem  can  here,  and  in  our  work,  find  a way  opened 
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up  by  the  gospel  of  God’s  grace.  Already  nearly  a quarter  of  a million 
of  them  are  on  our  Western  shores.  We  plead  for  aid  to  assist  in 
supporting  these  missionaries  and  increasing  their  number. 

MORMONISM. 

Another  problem  attended  with  great  difficulty  and  danger  too,  awaits 
future  development.  Mormonism,  with  its  heathenism,  polygamy,  and 
other  abominations,  its  systematic  oppression  and  degradation  of  woman, 
sits  entrenched  defiantly  in  the  heart  of  the  continent,  exciting  fears  in 
thoughtful  minds  for  the  safety  of  our  transcontinental  communications. 
It  is  disintegrating  from  many  causes,  and  is  threatened  with  dissolution 
on  the  death  of  its  hoary-headed  and  badly  eminent  leader.  Just  now  is 
the  time  for  sending  the  missionaries  of  a pure  gospel  to  save  these  cor- 
rupt and  corrupting  masses.  Besides,  the  rapidly  developing  mining 
interests  are  attracting  large  numbers  of  our  young  enterprising  men  to 
settle  in  Utah,  where  they  are  exposed  to  the  baneful  influences  of  these 
communities.  Nothing  can  save  the  Mormons  or  the  so-called  Gentile 
settlers  but  the  gospel.  This  divine  remedy  alone  can  cure  and  save 
these  people  in  the  heart  of  our  country.  The  Board  needs  to-day  the 
means  to  send  and  support  missionaries  to  occupy  many  interesting  and 
inviting  points  just  waiting  their  coming.  But  what  can  the  Board  do, 
with  the  vast  burden  of  debt  upon  its  treasury?  Let  Christians  ponder 
and  pray  over  their  duty  and  responsibility.  These  people  are  not  away 
in  Asia  or  Africa,  but  in  the  very  heart  of  our  own  country,  asserting  and 
exercising  the  rights  and  privileges  of  citizens,  threatening  to  destroy  the 
very  foundations,  not  only  of  religion,  but  of  civil  order,  society,  and 
safety. 

INDIANS. 

Our  churches  should  remember  that  this  Board,  whilst  maintaining  ex- 
pensive missions  among  the  Indians,  derives  no  aid  from  the  general 
government,  and  is  entirely  dependent  on  the  gifts  of  good  people.  The 
Indian  has  a claim  preeminently  on  the  Christians  of  this  country.  Our 
homes  were  once  the  homes  of  these  wronged  and  exiled  tribes.  The 
salvation  of  the  Indians  was  one  of  the  professed  objects  of  the  first 
settlers  in  this  country. 

Alas ! how  they  have  suffered  and  perished  under  our  blighting  touch ! 
Shall  we  not  strive  to  bring  them  to  Jesus,  that  His  touch  may  cure? 
The  means  of  supporting  missionaries  among  them  is  what  the  Board 
needs.  Many  of  these  tribes  are  imploring  the  Board  to  send  them  men 
“ to  break  the  bread  of  life.”  We  have  already  promising  missions  es- 
tablished among  the  Cherokees  and  Creeks,  which  need  enlargement  as 
well  as  present  support.  The  Indian  tribes  are  fast  disappearing,  and 
whatever  is  done  for  them  must  be  done  quickly. 

TEXAS,  NEW  MEXICO,  AND  MONTANA. 

Besides  the  Indian  country  there  are  other  very  interesting  fields  for 
work.  One — New  Mexico — with  a large  and  ignorant  population  of  Mexi- 
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can  Papists,  and  a growing  number  of  our  American  people.  Here  the 
Papacy  has  to  be  met  and  struggled  with  in  one  of  its  old  camps  and 
strongholds,  where  it  has  been  entrenched  for  nearly  three  hundred  years. 
There  its  degrading  power  is  exhibited  amongst  the  native,  and  Spanish, 
and  mixed  people,-  after  a training  of  half  a dozen  generations. 

They  are  now  a part  of  our  permanent  population,  to  influence  for  good 
or  ill  the  future  of  our  dear  country. 

Then  here  is  Texas  with  its  imperial  territory,  and  vast,  and  varied 
resources,  with  an  ever-increasing  and  overflowing  tide  of  immigration 
from  the  South  and  the  North,  and  from  all  lands,  which  will  soon  make 
it  one  of  the  largest  and  most  powerful  commonwealths  in  our  National 
Confederation.  They  cry  to  us  to  come  to  their  help,  more  earnestly 
because  multitudes  do  not  feel  the  need  of  it.  There  are  forty  counties 
in  northern  and  western  Texas  needing  each  a minister  to  look  after  the 
wandering  sheep,  to  gather  them  into  the  fold  of  Christ. 

Montana,  growing  in  population  and  importance  as  new  mineral 
interests  are  developed,  and  new  railroad  enterprises  approach  it,  calls 
for  devoted  laborers  to  sow  the  seed  of-  the  gospel  in  its  wondrous  val- 
leys and  among  romantic  mountains. 

The  cry  from  all  these  fields,  so  urgent  and  so  great,  in  view  of  the  vast 
burden  of  debt  on  the  treasury,  is  oppressive,  almost  appalling ! What 
will  the  Church  do  ? Will  she  come  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty  ? 

The  matter,  for  the  present,  must  be  decided  soon,  for  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  Board  is  drawing  to  a close.  The  young  men  in  the  Seminaries 
are  saying : “ Here  are  we,  send  us.  Can  you  not  send  us  to  these 
needy,  yet  hopeful  fields  ?”  The  wastes  are  crying  to  us:  “ Can  you  not, 
will  you  not  send  us  these  men  to  tell  us  of  the  ‘ way  of  life?’  Many  of 
us  are  your  brethren,  your  children,  your  sons  and  daughters ; do  not 
leave  us  to  spiritual  destitution  and  desolation!” 

Brethren  of  the  ministry,  elders,  deacons,  and  members  of  our  five 
thousand  churches,  and  million  of  children  in  our  Sabbath-schools,  what 
answer  shall  we  give  to  these  urgent  cries?  From  you,  and  you  only, 
can  our  answer  to  them  come. 


WOMEN  WORKING. 

I enclose  a draft  for  $20,  making  in  all  $100  sent  to  your  treasury 
towards  the  support  of  Rev.  I D , by  the  Woman’s  Home  Mis- 

sionary Society  of  the  Westminster  church. 

This  was  pledged  in  faith,  and  with  many  misgivings  as  to  its  accom- 
plishment, but  we  have  been  taught  to  believe  as  did  John  Elliot, 
“ That  for  the  most  part  it  is  idleness  alone  creates  impossibilities,  and  that 
hard  work  performed  in  the  spirit  of  faith,  and  crowned  with  the  blessing 
of  God,  will  remove  mountains.”  It  is  just  one  year  since  this  society 
was  organized,  the  first  Wednesday  in  January.  January  6th,  1875, 
we  propose  holding  our  annual  meeting,  at  which  time  we  wish  to 
present  the  Home  Mission  cause,  so  that  if  possible  to  attract  more  atten- 
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tion  to  it  and  excite  a greater  interest  in  it — its  early  history,  its  present 
work,  extent,  &c.  I have  the  annual  report,  which  will  be  invaluable, 
and  for  which  accept  my  thanks.  Anything  else  you  may  recommend 
to  be  read,  or  have,  that  would  excite  an  interest  at  that  meeting,  (which 
I am  convinced  can  only  be  done  by  knowledge,)  will  be  thankfully 
received.  I am  tempted  to  ask  you  to  write  a note  to  the  Society  to  be 
read  that  day,  but  fear  I am  already  trespassing  on  valuable  time.  In 
the  amount  sent  you  from  Westminster  Sabbath-school,  you  will  find 
$8  from  “Woman  Mission  Workers,”  making  the  last  instalment  of  the 

$25  promised  toward  the  support  of  Rev.  J R , by  this  Band. 

Please,  if  possible,  receipt  for  this  separately.  We  are  truly  grateful  to 
our  Heavenly  Father,  who  has  permitted  us  to  fulfil  our  engagements, 
and  take  it  as  an  encouragement  to  attempt  more  liberal  things  in  the 
future.

Enclosed  please  find  a draft  for  three  hundred  dollars,  ($300,)  the 
dying  bequest  of  Gracy  0.  McWilliams,  to  the  Boards  of  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions.  You  will  please  retain  $150  for  the  use  of  the 
Home  Board,  and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Foreign  Board 
the  remaining  $150.  Gracy  is  a sister  of  my  wife,  and  died  last  June, 
while  we  were  on  a visit  at  her  father’s  house  in  Pennsylvania. 

Shortly  before  she  died,  she  said  to  Mrs.  R , she  wished  to  give 

something  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  and  requested  that  I 
attend  to  it  for  her.  The  family,  therefore,  sent  the  enclosed  draft  to  me 
as  she  desired.  A few  months  before  she  died,  she  and  the  family 
moved  from  Westmoreland  county  to  Lawrence  county,  Pennsylvania. 
At  the  time  of  her  death  she  was  a member  of  Westfield  church,  Pres- 
bytery of  Shenango.  She  was  about  nineteen  years  old.  She  died 
trusting  in  Jesus,  and  was  remarkably  patient  and  cheerful  during  her 
entire  sickness.

SUSTENTATION  DEPARTMENT. 

Perhaps  we  made  a mistake  in  the  last  number  of  the  Record  in  saying 
that  February  was  the  month  designated  by  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  Sustentation  cause.  Our  worthy  brother  of  the  Board  of  Education 
so  affirms,  and  he  is  good  authority.  We  can  find  no  month  designated 
for  Sustentation  in  the  Minutes.  But  on  the  second  page  of  the  cover  of 
the  Record  from  April  1812,  till  August  1813,  among  the  standing  notices 
or  appointments,  by  the  General  Assembly,  February  is  uniformly  desig- 
nated for  Sustentation.  In  Dr.  Jacobus’  appeal  in  the  Record  of  February 
1812,  he  says:  “Most  have  doubtless  placed  this  contribution  in  the 
month  of  February,  according  to  the  Assembly’s  schedule.”  In  the 
next  number  of  the  Record , the  March  number,  the  Secretary  of  Educa- 
tion opens  with  the  following  attractive  heading : “ Annual  Sabbath 

for  Education,  First  Sabbath  in  March,  or  as  soon  thereafter 

as  POSSIBLE.” 

And  in  February,  1814,  Dr.  Jacobus  opens  his  appeal  in  the  Record  as 
follows:  “The  month  of  February  is  specially  assigned  to  the  work  of 
Pastoral  Sustentation .”  But  it  appears  now  that  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  been  assigned  to  the  month  of  February,  and  therefore  Susten- 
tation is  crowded  out  of  the  schedule  entirely. 
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We  beg  of  our  friends  to  remember  that  that  change  was  neither  planned 
nor  connived  at  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Not  a person  in  this 
office  has  ever  heard  of  this  change,  or  had  any  idea  that  any  such  had 
been  made.  We  are  brought  nearly  to  the  end  of  our  fiscal  year,  still  over- 
whelmed with  debt.  But  our  hope  had  been  through  all  the  months  past, 
that  February,  the  month  the  churches  had  already  become  somewhat 
accustomed  to  remember  for  Sustentation,  would  bring  us  large  returns 
and  enable  us  to  close  the  year  out  of  debt.  This  had  been  our  hope,  and 
with  it  we  had  comforted  the  missionaries.  But  what  was  our  surprise 
and  sorrow,  what  must  have  been  theirs,  when  they  learn  for  the  first 
time,  through  the  religious  papers,  that  February  is  claimed  by  the  Board 
of  Education,  and  that  no  such  provision  whatever  had  been  made,  that 
is,  no  month — no  time  had  been  assigned  to  Sustentation?  To  men  who 
have  already  waited  six  months  for  their  pay,  who  have  been  compelled 
to  contract  debts,  depending  on  our  Treasury  for  relief,  it  must  be  a great 
and  sore  trial.  How  weary  of  waiting,  and  yet  how  patient  these  men 
are,  will  appear  from  some  extracts  from  their  quarterly  reports  given 
below. 

What  then  shall  be  done  ? Let  the  churches  take  the  matter  into  their 
own  hands,  and  exercise  their  own  choice,  and  select  their  own  time.  No 
time  being  fixed  by  the  Assembly,  the  only  time  for  this  collection  having 
been  superseded  to  make  room  for  another  Board,  let  the  churches  fix 
their  own  time — suit  their  own  convenience  only,  so  that  these  men  may 
be  paid,  and  the  debt  they  are  suffering  from  be  removed.  February  and 
March  are  all  that  remain  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  account  will  be  closed 
the  last  day  of  March,  and  we  beg  of  all  the  friends  of  Sustentation,  the 
pastors  and  people,  to  see  to  it  that  Sustentation  has  a chance,  and  a fair 
chance  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

To  go  on  to  the  end  of  the  year,  as  we  have  been  going,  is  a great 
injustice  to  the  men  who  depend  on  this  cause  for  a portion  of  their  sup- 
port. They  must  be  paid,  and  paid  more  promptly,  or  they  will  abandon 
all  dependence  on  a scheme  that  does  not  meet  their  expectations  or  just 
demands. 


A brother  from  Illinois  writes  as  follows : 

The  last  six  months  salary  of  the  second  year  is  still  unpaid.  I have 
continued  the  excessive  labor  of  superintending  our  Sabbath-school, 
preaching  three  times  each  Sabbath,  and  riding  twelve  miles  each  Sabbath 
P.  M.,  until  the  present.  And  now,  with  a diseased  throat,  and  impaired 
health,  I am  compelled  to  quit  the  pulpit  for  a season,  if  not  forever, 
unless  a change  of  climate  may  enable  me  to  continue.  But  I haven’t 
a dollar  to  live  upon,  or  seek  a change  of  climate  ! Can  you  not  help  me 
for  the  Lord’s  sake,  in  whose  service  I do  most  ardently  desire  to  con- 
tinue.

ANOTHER  FROM  THE  SAME  STATE. 

I have  heard  nothing  from  our  last  report  sent  three  months  ago.  If 
you  have  not  received  it,  let  me  know  immediately.  I am  in  debt.  Ac- 
counts now  overdue,  which  I expected  to  meet  with  the  Sustentation  aid, 
have  been  settled  by  notes  drawing  ten  per  cent,  interest;  besides  I have 
borrowed  $50,  which  must  be  paid  by  the  first  of  February.  Do  what 
you  can  for  me  by  that  time.  Yours  in  need,  J.  R.  R. 
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RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

FEBRUARY  FOR  EDUCATION. 

The  Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges  having  been  made  of  late  a month 
earlier,  and  the  month  of  March  being  found  specially  unfavorable  for 
collections  on  account  of  the  simultaneous  appeals  of  other  Boards  for 
additional  assistance  before  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  which  occurs 
April  1st,  the  last  General  Assembly  resolved  to  request  churches  which 
make  annual  collections  to  do  so  for  this  Board  in  February.  Its  action 
is  as  follows : “ Resolved,  That  the  Assembly  recommend  to  the  churches 
which  adhere  to  the  system  of  annual  collections  for  the  Boards,  the 
month  of  February  as  the  most  suitable  for  the  collection  for  this  Board; 
and  that  the  collections  for  other  causes  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  come 
into  conflict  with  this.” — Minutes , p.  35. 

It  is  felt  that  the  weekly  Scripture  method  is  the  best.  But  as  many 
churches  take  up  annual  collections,  a system  in  this  seems  necessary  to 
prevent  general  confusion.  It  is  hoped  then  that  in  every  church  a 
vigorous  effort  will  be  made  for  Education  as  soon  as  practicable. 

THE  TREASURY. 

The  General  Assembly  which  sat  at  St.  Louis  last  May  determined, 
after  full  consideration  of  the  case,  that  the  Board  of  Education  needs 
for  the  current  year  the  sum  of  $112,000.  Nine  months  of  the  time  ended 
on  January  1st,  the  amount  received  till  then  was  only  $35,356.  That 
yet  needed,  according  to  this  estimate,  is  $76,644. 

When  we  add,  that  the  light  receipts  of  the  entire  summer  and  fall 
did  not  pay  the  debts  of  last  year,  and  that  the  1st  of  November  found 
the  Board  with  a balance  of  $4,700  of  old  debts,  and  nothing  to  make  the 
fall  payments,  it  will  be  seen  how  much  it  has  been  straitened  during 
the  winter.  It  has  had  again  to  go  into  bank  for  various  amounts,  and 
is  now  in  debt  about  $25,000. 

Two  quarter  payments  are  yet  due  upon  the  promises  for  the  collegiate 
year.  The  spring  collections  are  our  reliance  to  meet  these,  and  to  also 
clear  off  all  these  debts,  which  it  should  be  remembered  have  been 
incurred  in  order  to  meet  promptly  the  engagements  with  the  students. 

This  statement  will  show  our  brethren  in  the  ministry  how  imperative 
and  great  is  the  necessity  for  very  liberal  contributions  at  this  time. 
The  Board  most  earnestly  hopes  that  this  representation  will  be  made  by 
them  to  their  people. 

The  number  of  students  satisfactorily  recommended,  and  received 
by  the  Board  until  this  time,  for  the  year,  is  483,  of  these  99  are  new 
students ; a gain  of  19  upon  the  number  on  the  roll  at  this  time  last  year. 

A circular  published  in  the  newspapers  furnishes  the  facts  which  are 
necessary  for  the  presentation  of  the  cause  of  Education  this  year  from 
the  pulpit.  It  is  important  that  they  should  be  communicated  to  the 
people,  as  encouragements  to  prayer  and  to  the  contribution  of  aid. 

A volume  of  272  pages,  entitled  “ God’s  Rule  for  Christian  Giving, ” 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  will  be  distributed, 
by  some  special  contributions  for  the  purpose,  to  the  ministry  and  the 
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candidates  under  the  care  of  the  Board.  It  is,  at  the  time  we  write, 
about  coming  from  the  hands  of  the  printer,  and  will  be  sent  by  mail  as 
soon  as  possible  after  it  receives  a muslin  cover. 

HINTS  FROM  OTHER  CHURCHES. 

The  Presbyterian  Church  certainly  needs  more  men  for  the  increase  of 
the  number  of  her  ministry.  It  is  estimated  by  those  connected  with 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  that  the  entire 
body  needs  about  eight  hundred  new  accessions  to  its  ministry  every 
year,  in  order  to  keep  the  itinerant  ranks  filled.  The  Lutherans  occa- 
sionally make  appeals  for  men,  they  say  that  they  are  suffering  for  want 
of  ministers ; if  they  had  five  hundred  men  on  hand,  they  could  furnish 
every  one  of  them  with  pastoral  charges.  The  Episcopal  Triennial  Gen- 
eral Convention,  recently  in  session,  deplored  the  want  of  students  for  the 
ministry. 

In  Scotland,  on  the  other  hand,  where  the  Spirit  of  God  has  been 
poured  out  in  great  revivals  of  religion,  the  number  of  young  men  offer- 
ing themselves  to  preach  the  gospel  has  at  once  become  large.  Two 
hundred  have  presented  themselves  for  foreign  missions.  The  hearts  of 
Christians  have  been  enlarged.  Funds  have  flowed  in  liberally  for  every 
kind  of  good  work. 

From  such  examples  we  learn  the  chief  reason  why  we  are  straitened. 
It  is  not  in  the  Lord.  It  is  in  our  own  souls.  We  want  prayer  to  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  for  laborers.  The  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
would  start  up  large  numbers.  But  we  need  prayer,  also,  that  the  eyes 
of  Christians  may  be  opened  to  see,  and  their  hearts  to  feel,  the  wants  of 
perishing  men;  and  thus  they  may  be  led  to  give  their  money  to  assist 
those  who  are  willing  to  preach  if  they  had  but  the  requisite  preparation. 


OUR  WORK  AMONG  THE  COLORED  MEN. 

We  now  and  then  receive  a first  rate  letter  from  some  one  of  our 
colored  ministers  or  students ; the  following,  with  some  omissions,  but 
retaining  the  language  and  thought,  is  in  point.  This  excellent  and 
faithful  brother,  who  has  lived  many  years  in  the  South,  is  most  anxious 
that  the  Board  should  not  lessen,  but  increase,  the  aid  it  is  giving  to 
colored  students.  They  are,  indeed,  greatly  needed  to  preach  to  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  their  race,  who  would  gladly  hear  them,  but  to 
whom  no  one  capable  of  teaching  them  has  yet  been  sent.  This  interesting 
part  of  our  work  should  move  some  good  people  to  send  us  larger  help 
for  it. 

“ In  relation  to  the  inquiries  made  by  the  Board  of  Education,  I hardly 
know  what  to  answer.  The  subject  of  the  education  of  the  young  men 
seems  to  be  one  open  on  two  sides.  One  question  relates  to  the  field, 
which  is  white,  ready  for  the  harvest.  Christians  are  required  to  pray 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  would  raise  up  laborers  to  be  sent  forth 
into  the  field,  even  if  they  are  not  qualified  exactly  according  to  our  mode 
and  taste.  The  other  question  is,  how  shall  the  Church  be  aroused  to 
greater  liberality,  so  that  those  laborers  offering  themselves  to  the  Board 
for  qualification  may  be  sustained?  To  reject  these  young  men  would  be 
like  frost  nipping  plants  in  the  bud,  when  the  garden  ought  to  be  flourish- 
ing and  green.  I cannot  conceive  for  a moment  that  the  Board  would 
desire  to  lessen  the  number,  instead  of  increasing  it. 
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“ Rev.  and  dear  brother,  allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to  one  glorious 
promise  in  the  word  of  God:  ‘a  nation  shall  be  born  in  a day.’  When 
all  the  nation  was  declared  free,  without  respect  to  race,  or  color,  or 
previous  condition,  men  and  women  were  born  full-grown.  They  were 
children,  without  any  culture  of  mind,  and  little  desire  or  taste  for 
improvement.  There  has  been  all  manner  of  ignorance  and  wickedness 
practised  among  us.  Now,  to  save  our  race,  we  want  educated  young 
men.  The  fathers  are  like  the  children  of  Israel,  who  started  for  the 
promised  land,  but  died  in  the  wilderness  in  unbelief  and  ignorance. 
They  were  kept  in  slavery  so  long  that  they  loved  their  leeks  and  garlic. 
But  their  children  were  led  to  this  goodly  land.  I can  only  hope  then 
that  God  in  His  infinite  goodness  may  enable  you  to  improve  the  young 
men,  and  send  them  forth  as  lights  to  chase  away  the  gross  darkness  from 
this  people. 

“Be  pleased  to  accept  of  my  earnest  prayer  that  God  may  bless  your 
great  and  good  work.” 

SOME  THOUGHTS  FOR  THE  FORGETFUL. 

Calls  for  contributions  to  good  objects  come  often.  “ Oh  how  many  col- 
lections there  are  at  church  !”  “What  a number  of  claims  we  have  for 
money!” 

Yes,  just  think  how  many  Boards  of  the  Church,  and  how  many  calls 
for  matters  in  the  congregation,  and  out  of  it;  how  many  poor  people, 
how  many  pleas  for  help ! Sometimes  one  feels  oppressed  with  the  number. 

But  there  is  a reflection  which  takes  away  all  such  evil  thoughts,  and 
inspires  us  afresh.  It  is,  the  multitude  of  God’s  mercies  to  ourselves. 
“How  precious  are  thy  thoughts  unto  me,  0 God,  how  great  is  the  sum 
of  them  ! If  I should  count  them,  they  are  more  in  number  than  the 
sand.” 

God  thinks  of  every  one  of  us  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  times  or 
more  each  year  to  raise  us  from  the  death  of  sleep ; and  this  is  twelve 
thousand  times  in  an  average  life,  and  twenty-five  thousand  times  if  we 
reach  three-score  and  ten.  God  thinks  of  us  eleven  hundred  times  a 
year  to  feed  us,  and  this  is  thirty-six  thousand  times  in  an  average  life. 
But  these  numbers  are  small  compared  to  those  of  his  other  mercies. 
God  thinks  of  us  forty-two  millions  of  times  a year,  at  each  to  give  the 
machinery  of  the  heart  a new  impulse  of  his  hand;  each  one  of  these  is 
equal  to  the  lifting  of  fifty  pounds,  and  all  amount  to  the  amazing  aggre- 
gate of  a million  tons  a year. 

And  still  this  computation  gives  us  a poor  impression  of  the  number 
of  his  thoughts  to  usward.  Every  one  of  the  many  thousand  .hairs  upon 
our  head  is  an  organized  plant,  having  its  distinct  root  and  trunk,  its 
nutritive  vessels  and  its  separate  life;  and  there  is  not  one  of  them  which 
is  not  tended  and  cared  for  by  our  heavenly  Father,  its  growth  or  its  fall 
to  the  ground  a matter  of  thought,  as  it  affects  our  comfort,  our  useful- 
ness, and  our  preparation  for  the  eternal  state. 

Every  drop  of  rain  is  a thought  of  God.  Every  ray  of  sunshine  is  a 
thought  of  God.  God’s  thoughts  and  acts  of  goodness  and  mercy  to  each 
of  us  are  countless,  infinitely  beyond  the  numberless  millions  of  grains  of 
sand  in  an  acre  of  seashore. 

And  our  sins,  Oh  what  thousands  and  thousands  of  evil  words  and 
deeds,  what  innumerable  evil  thoughts,  does  God  observe,  and  yet  cover 
each  with  some  drop  of  atoning  blood,  so  that  it  is  hid  from  sight  forever ! 

What  countless  prayers,  and  desires,  for  good  to  the  souls  of  ourselves, 
and  our  kindred!  What  sighs,  what  tears,  what  fears,  does  he  note — 
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millions  of  them,  in  the  rounds  of  each  year — and  suit  some  relief  or 
answer  to  every  one  ! 

How  little  can  we  do  for  our  God  in  return ! All  that  he  asks  of  us  is 
some  gift  expressive  of  our  gratitude,  and  in  some  proportion  to  our 
material  possessions,  “ according  as  he  hath  prospered,”  each  Sabbath  ; 
or  when  his  providence  presents  objects  for  them  through  the  week. 

Giving  to  others  reminds  us  of  the  number  of  God’s  gifts  to  us. 
It  enlarges  and  multiplies  and  makes  still  more  valuable  those  gifts. 
Giving  makes  us  like  God,  and  trains  us  for  the  sceptre  and  crown  which 
he  has  prepared  for  us  above.  It  educates  us  to  pray  for  what  we  need, 
and  prompts  us  to  praise  God  for  what  we  receive.  It  teaches  us  to 
seek  out  objects  of  pity  and  care,  and  inclines  us  to  labor  to  take  them 
with  us  to  heaven  in  order  to  swell  the  joyful  company  there.  God  there- 
fore is  deeply  concerned  to  have  us  give  frequently  and  abundantly,  both 
for  our  own  and  others’  immediate  good. 


BOARD  OF  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Arrival  out  of  Missionaries. — Dr.  and  Mrs.  Holmes,  and  Mr. 
Potter,  arrived  at  Oroomiah,  October  26th,  “ all  very  well,  and  in  good 
spirits.” 

Added  to  the  church. — In  Yedo,  Mr.  C^rrothers  reports  a church 
organized,  consisting  of  thirteen  members,  all  received  by  baptism  on  pro- 
fession of  their  faith  in  Christ.  Several  of  these  converts  are  young  men 
of  promise,  who,  it  is  hoped,  will  become  ministers  of  the  gospel.  In 
Canton,  Dr.  Happer  speaks  of  nine  new  members  admitted  to  the  church 
on  the  first  Sabbath  of  November.  One  of  them  was  a woman,  who 
came  fifty  miles  from  her  home,  in  the  country,  to  make  her  profession  of 
faith.  She  had  been  led  to  Christ  as  her  Saviour  by  another  woman,  a 
member  of  the  church.  Mr.  Carrington  mentions  the  admission  of  a 
Siamese  woman  to  the  church  of  Ayuthia.  Mr.  Wynkoop  refers  to 
another  convert  received  in  Allahabad,  and  Mr.  Wilder  to  two  converts 
received  in  Kolapore.  Mr.  Easton  speaks  of  two  Mohammedans  baptized 
in  Tabriz,  and  Mr.  Whipple,  of  Oroomiah,  reports  another  baptized  by 
one  of  the  native  ministers.  This  convert  is  in  the  army,  and  says  “ there 
are  two  hundred  men  who  believe  as  he  does,  and  they  hold  secret  meet- 
ings, and  talk  about  this  religion.”  Mr.  Priest  reports  two  members 
received  in  Sinou,  Liberia;  and  Mr.  Bushnell  one  in  Gaboon.  Mr. 
Blackford  mentions  four  new  communicants  received  by  the  church  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro.  In  Mexico,  the  missionaries  still  meet  with  encourage- 
ment, Mr.  Hutchinson  reporting  thirty  new  members  received  in  the 
city  of  Mexico,  and  nineteen  in  Y era  Cruz. 

An  earnest  spirit  of  inquiry  amongst  individuals,  is  reported  by 
missionaries  in  Yokohama  and  Yedo,  in  Canton,  in  Tabriz,  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  and  in  Mexico.  In  Oroomiah,  some  of  the  Jews  were  taking 
much  interest  in  Christian  instruction.  Several  of  the  brethren  express 
their  desire  that  their  work  may  be  specially  remembered  in  the  prayers 
of  the  churches. 

Good  work  of  a presbytery. — “A  principal  item  of  business,”  Mr. 
Hull  writes,  of  the  Presbytery  of  Kolapore,  “ was  the  examination  of  can- 
didates looking  forward  to  licensure,  of  whom  there  are  four  under  the 
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care  of  Presbytery.”  One  of  these  was  received  at  this  meeting;  they 
were  all  carefully  examined,  and  their  further  studies  were  directed  with 
evident  good  judgment. 

More  men  called  for. — In  the  letters  reported  below,  the  mission* 
aries  in  Zacatecas,  Mexico,  urge  strongly  the  need  of  at  least  one  more 
missionary  without  delay  in  their  part  of  the  country.  An  urgent 
request  is  made,  also,  for  another  missionary  in  Yedo,  Japan. 

As  to  the  Mohammedans. — While  our  letters  of  late  contain  refer- 
ences to  a revived  spirit  of  bigotry  and  intolerance  in  some  parts  of  the 
Turkish  empire,  they  refer  also  to  the  inquiries,  made  more  frequently 
than  in  former  years,  of  Mohammedans  concerning  the  Christian  religion. 
In  Persia,  this  seems  to  be  remarkable.  We  should  remember  the 
great  risk  and  peril  encountered  by  converts  from  the  religion  of  the  False 
Prophet,  and  seek  for  them  divine  protection. 

A Deceiver. — At  Allahabad,  a professed  convert  from  Mohamme- 
danism had  been  admitted  to  the  church,  and  he  seemed  to  walk  well  for 
a time.  But  his  subsequent  conduct  showed  that  his  religious  profession 
was  not  sincere,  and  the  brethren  had  to  mourn  over  his  criminal  conduct, 
which  came  to  light  after  he  had  disappeared  from  that  city.  We  must 
expect  such  things.  They  occurred  under  the  ministry  of  the  Apostles* 
and  sometimes  they  occur  in  the  churches  of  our  own  country. 

Receipts  May  1st,  to  January  1st.- — From  churches,  $118, 20b; 
from  individual  donors,  $11,714;  Irom  legacies,  $23,403 — in  all,  $153,319t 
Last  year  the  receipts  in  these  months  were  $186,818.  From  the 
churches  and  individual  donors,  this  year,  $129,915 ; last  year,  $145,118. 

We  are  grateful  to  see  that  these  returns  show  a considerable  gain 
over  those  of  last  month;  and  if  this  increase  can  be  maintained  during 
the  remaining  months,  to  May  1st,  the  year  will  end  well.

Erratum. — On  page  12  of  the  January  number,  near  the  end, 
some  words  were  transposed  by  the  printer,  confusing  the  sense,  A few 
lines  are  here  reprinted.

We  do  not  know,  indeed,  that  the  redeemed  in  heaven  do  still  witness 
the  progress  of  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this  world;  but  we  think  they  do. 


PRAYER  FOR  THE  BOARDS. 

One  of  our  esteemed  pastors  writes  to  us,  expressing  his  earnest  desire 
that  prayer  should  be  offered  for  the  Boards  of  the  Church  during  “the 
week  of  prayer.”  This  letter  has  appeared  in  some  of  our  religious 
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newspapers,  but  we  print  most  of  it  here.  It  is  not  chiefly  during  any 
special  services  that  our  work  of  evangelization  should  be  remembered  in 
our  prayers ; but  this  cause  should  lie  near  our  hearts  all  the  time,  and 
be  presented  at  the  throne  of  grace  in  our  private  and  family  devotions, 
as  well  as  in  our  meetings  for  prayer,  and  in  the  services  of  the  sanctuary. 
We  agree  with  our  correspondent  that  it  is  mainly  prayer  that  is  needed, 
though  this,  of  course,  should  be  accompanied  with  the  use  of  all  other 
proper  means,  especially  the  spread  of  information  among  our  people  con- 
cerning the  nature,  difficulties,  progress,  Ac.,  of  the  work.  We  hope  this 
letter  will  tend  to  keep  the  subject  before  our  ministers  and  people. 

After  referring  to  the  great  want  of  larger  pecuniary  support  of  our 
Boards,  he  says:  “The  evil  is  not  confined  to  our  own  branch  of  the 
Church,  but  extends,  I believe,  to  most,  if  not  all  the  others.  It  is  a 
most  serious  one,  as  you  very  well  know,  exerting  a great  and  blighting 
influence.  Why  should  we  not  bring  it  before  a throne  of  grace,  and  ask 
God,  through  his  Spirit,  to  bestow  upon  the  Church  the  disposition  and 
ability  to  give  liberally  for  the  work? 

“ We  have  tried,  I think,  every  other  method  to  arouse  the  Church  to 
her  duty,  in  this  particular,  save  that  of  prajrer.  Ought  we  not  now  try 
the  efficacy  of  that?  In  answer  to  the  supplications  of  the  Church,  God 
has  removed  many  serious  obstacles  to  the  progress  of  the  Church  within 
the  last  fifty  years.  Have  we  not  reason  to  believe  that  he  will  make 

way  with  this,  if  we  but  ask  Him? The  matter  is  one  that  is  ever 

before  my  own  mind  and  in  my  prayers.” 


QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS. 

(Continued  from  vol.  xxii,  page  144.) 

No.  35.  As  to  the  salaries  of  the  wives  of  missionaries  paid  by 
the  Ladies’  Boards.  These  are  not  additional  to  the  salary  allowed  by 
the  Board  to  a missionary  and  his  wife ; but  a part  of  that  salary  is 
assigned  to  the  Ladies’  Boards,  as  their  portion  of  this  expense,  and  the 
missionary’s  wife  is  then  accounted  in  each  case  respectively  as  their 
missionary.  It  is  an  arrangement  founded  not  on  the  idea  of  a previously 
insufficient  support,  but  of  a joint  support  by  the  Board  and  the  Ladies’ 
Boards  as  its  auxiliaries — thus  enabling  the  women  of  the  Church  to 
come  into  direct  relations  with  their  missionary  sisters  abroad. 

No.  36.  As  to  presents  to  missionaries. — These  are  in  the  same 
class  with  articles  of  outfit,  which  are  thus  referred  to  in  the  rule  of  the 
Board:  “Moneys,  articles  of  clothing,  Ac.,  furnished  to  missionaries  by 
personal  friends,  are  not  to  be  considered  as  a part  of  the  missionary  out- 
fit,  unless  the  donors  expect  them  to  be  acknowledged  by  the  Board  as 
gifts  to  the  cause  of  missions,  in  which  case  they  will  be  charged  as  a 
part  of  the  outfit  allowance.”  In  other  words,  the  Board  has  nothing 
to  do  with  these  presents,  as  such.  Yet  wise  consideration  should  be 
exercised  by  churches  and  auxiliary  associations,  when  presents  of  large 
pecuniary  value  are  contemplated  by  them  in  any  case.  The  amount  of 
the  usual  outfit  when  taken,  and  of  the  regular  salary,  should  be  kept  in 
view,  and  also  the  unwisdom  of  making  differences  in  the  support  from 
church  funds  of  laborers  who  are  closely  associated  in  small  circles  and 
in  similar  circumstances  at  the  same  station.  These  things  should  be 
kept  in  mind,  while  many  special  circumstances  are  properly  regarded 
with  kind  and  judicious  liberality. 

No.  31.  As  to  the  church  in  Las  Yegas,  New  Mexico — referred  to 
in  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  page  74.  The  Board  was 
requested  to  give  a title  to  this  property  to  the  Board  of  Church  Erec- 
tion. This  Minute  of  the  General  Assembly  was  adopted,  apparently, 
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without  a knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  no  pecuniary  inte- 
rest, and  never  had  any,  in  this  property,  but  holds  it  only  in  trust  for 
the  New  York  Ladies’  Board.  The  Ladies’  Board  collected  from  its 
friends  in  this  part  of  the  country  far  the  greater  part  of  the  money  ex- 
pended for  this  church,  and  we  understand  that  it  prefers  to  have  the 
title  continued  in  its  present  form.  Its  purpose  is,  as  we  are  informed, 
to  provide  funds  soon  to  pay  off  the  not  very  large  debt  on  the  church. 
We  give  great  credit  to  the  Ladies  for  their  liberal  gifts  to  this  object; 
but  for  them  there  would  have  been  no  church  in  Las  Yegas. 

No.  88.  Can  the  General  Assembly  properly  direct  one  of  the  Church 
Boards  to  change  the  tenure  of  property  held  in  trust  ? This  question 
is  raised  by  the  case  just  referred  to.  We  state  the  question,  without 
reply,  that  it  may  receive  consideration. 


GOOD  NEWS  FROM  JAPAN. 

The  Rev.  C.  Carrothers  writes  as  follows,  from  Yedo,  November  20th. 

In  my  last  letter  I spoke  of  the  admission  to  the  church  of  a native 
teacher,  and  of  several  others  who  would  probably  desire  admission.  I 
am  most  happy  to  inform  you,  that  on  last  Sabbath,  assisted  by  Brother 
Loomis  and  two  brethren  of  the  Scotch  United  Presbyterian  Church,  I 
organized  a Presbyterian  church  consisting  of  eleven  members.  My 
work  is  now  of  the  most  interesting  and  encouraging  character.  There 
are  still  many  in  attendance  who  are  deeply  interested,  and  who,  I hope, 
will  shortly  give  their  hearts  to  the  Lord.  Last  Sabbath,  at  the  evening 
service,  two  young  men  who  have  been  interested  for  months,  came  for- 
ward and  asked  to  be  admitted  to  the  church.  One  of  them  belongs  to  a 
very  respectable  family  of  this  city. 

God’s  Spirit  is  evidently  manifesting  His  presence  among  us,  and  by 
His  continued  blessing  and  guidance,  I trust  that  our  church  will  rapidly 
increase.  The  present  members  are  zealous  and  devoted,  and  I trust 
will  heartily  cooperate  wdth  me  in  making  knowm  the  gospel  to  their 
people.  Now  is  the  time  for  our  Church  at  home  to  arise  in  her  might 
and  extend  to  this  people  a willing,  helping  hand!  Now  is  the  time  to 
establish  on  a permanent  footing  our  good  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Japan.  The  kind  of  aid  we  wafit  is  not  a great  number  of  missionaries. 
Send  less  of  these  and  more  money  to  establish  churches  and  training- 
schools  to  prepare  with  all  possible  dispatch  native  young  men  to  go  into 
the  ministry.  The  men  are  here,  and  are  willing  to  give  themselves  to  the 
work.  There  are  five  of  my  church-members,  and  perhaps  an  equal  number 
of  Mr.  Loomis’  church  in  Yokohama,  who  would  gladly  become  preachers 
of  the  gospel  to  their  countrymen.  All  they  want  is  the  opportunity  of 
preparing  themselves  for  the  work.  Most  of  them  will  require  more  or 
less  pecuniary  aid  during  their  course  of  preparation,  but  the  amount  of 
such  aid  needed  for  each  individual  will  be  but  a trifle.  Seventy-five 
dollars  each,  per  year,  I think  would  be  sufficient. 

My  school  is  very  prosperous.  The  students  number  this  month 

seventy-three We  have  adopted  a course  of  study  peculiarly 

adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Japanese  students;  the  Bible  occupying  the 
principal  place  among  the  text-books,  although  it  is  not  a compulsory 
study. 

As  I have  stated,  there  are,  this  month,  over  seventy  students  in  the 
school.  The  majority  of  these  are  fine  young  men,  and  almost  all  attend 
on  the  daily  religious  instructions.  The  school  bids  fair  to  be  a complete 
success,  and  should  it  receive  patronage  from  the  friends  of  education  and 
religion  in  foreign  lands,  so  that  it  could  be  placed  on  a more  permanent 
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basis,  it  would  soon  rank  among  the  best  schools  in  Japan.  It  is  now 
the  only  school  of  any  importance  in  Yedo  that  is  Christian,  and  it  is  the 
only  institution  in  the  land  where  a young  man  could  get  an  education, 
and  at  the  same  time  be  under  gospel  influence.  My  wish  is  to  make  this 
school  a permanent  College  and  Theological  Training  School.  We  charge 
the  students  for  their  tuition  a moderate  fee,  and  the  amount  received  in  this 
way  will  more  than  pay  the  current  expenses  of  rent,  repairs,  fuel,  and 
such  like,  and  the  school  can  live  without  receiving  a dollar  of  aid  from 
abroad  ; but  it  opens  up  one  of  the  most  important  fields  of  usefulness  in 
J apan.  It  may  be  made  a training  college  for  the  young  men  who  shall 
go  into  the  ministry,  and  its  influence  as  a Christian  school  will  be  very 
great.  All  the  schools  of  Japan  are  barren  of  moral  and  Christian  in- 
struction, and  they  will  doubtless  remain  more  or  less  so  for  years  to 

come Our  intention  is  to  develop  the  school  gradually,  using 

at  first  very  humble  buildings,  and  gradually  replacing  these  by  better 
and  more  permanent.  We  have  to  employ  a number  of  native  teachers 
at  from  fifteen  to  twenty  dollars  per  month.  The  young  men  receiving 
help  to  enter  the  ministry  could  be  employed  in  teaching  lower  classes 
during  their  course  of  instruction. 

Under  a later  date  Mr.  Carrothers  mentions  the  admission  to  the  church 
of  the  two  young  men  above  referred  to  as  applicants.  And  on  the  3d  of 
December,  he  adds : 

On  Monday  last  I commenced  a Theological  class  in  the  school.  Eight 
young  men  have  entered  it — five  of  my  church  members,  two  of  Mr. 
Thompson’s  church,  and  one  who  has  not  yet  received  baptism.  All  of 
these,  I have  reason  to  think,  will  continue  on  and  become  ministers  of  the 
gospel.  They  are  all  fine  young  men,  and  some  of  them  more  than  ordi- 
narily  gifted.  I repeat  my  request  that  you  will  make  this  school  a per- 
manent institution.  If  you  would  just  let  it  take  the  place  of  a missionary 
and  his  wife,  and  give  what  you  would  have  to  give  for  their  support, 
viz.,  $1,000  a year,  it  would  be  abundantly  sufficient  to  put  the  school  on 
a permanent  basis,  and  maintain  it  in  a flourishing  condition. 


MARKED  PROGRESS  IN  THIRTEEN  YEARS. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Dodd,  of  Hangchow,  China,  writing  on  the  3d  of 
last  November,  in  refuting  some  ungracious  criticisms,  gives  a very  con- 
clusive statement  concerning  the  growth  of  the  missionary  work  in  the 
Ningpo  Mission.  We  quote  a part  of  this  statement,  which  will  be  read 
with  much  interest. 

You  are  aware  that  I arrived  in  Ningpo  in  1861,  and  that  I was  co- 
temporary  for  a year  or  two  with  Mr.  Henry  Y.  Rankin,  who  perhaps 
did  not  find  ten  native  Christians  on  his  arrival.  I have  not  the  state 
of  the  work  at  that  time  at  hand,  and  need  not  now  look  it  up.  But  you 
only  need  take  up  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly  from  that  year 
to  this,  and  you  will  see  that  there  has  been  a steady  growth  year  by  year, 
till  the  one  hundred  and  twelve  native  Christians  reported  that  year  have 
grown  into  the  four  or  five  hundred  reported  this  year.  You  will  notice 
too,  that  the  ten  missionaries  of  that  year  have  dwindled  into  the  four 
of  this  year,  only  two  of  whom  occupy  the  ground  that  was  occupied  by 
the  ten.  It  will  be  noticed  also  that  the  places  of  those  eight  foreign 
missionaries  have  been  filled  by  a more  than  equal  number  of  native 
pastors,  eight  or  ten  of  whom  cost  only  a very  little,  if  any,  more  in  a year, 
than  one  married  foreign  missionary.  It  will  be  noticed  too,  that  while 
in  that  year  there  was  not  one  native  cent  contributed,  there  is  at  present 
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one  church  in  the  Presbytery  self-supporting ; (this  church  received  some 
donations  from  foreigners,  which  it  has  invested,  and  uses  the  interest 
towards  paying  the  pastor’s  salary  ;)  and  one  church  which  pays  the 
pastor’s  salary  eight  months  in  the  year  ; and  each  one  of  the  remaining 
nine  is  doing  something  towards  self-support. 

When  I first  went  to  Yuyiao,  a year  or  two  after  I arrived  in  China, 
there  were  four  professing  Christians  in  the  place,  one  of  whom  was  under 
suspension ; there  is  in  this  place  at  present,  a church  of  upwards  of  a 
hundred  members,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  at  least  two  colonies 
have  gone  out  from  it,  and  formed  the  nucleus  of  other  churches.  There 
was  not  then  one  professing  Christian  anywTiere  above  Yuyiao,  (Sanpoh 
is  to  the  side  of  Yuyiao).  The  work  has  since  spread  at  least  a hundred 
and  fifty  miles  inland  beyond  that  point.  There  was  not  one  ordained 
native,  except  perhaps  one  or  two  elders,  and  there  were  two  or  three 
students  of  theology  ; there  have  since  been  something  like  a dozen  natives 
ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  ministry,  and  there  are  between  six  and 
twelve  students  and  licentiates. 

As  to  the  school,  I know  that  the  severest  critic  it  has  had  could  not 
read,  without  the  aid  of  his  teacher,  one  of  the  weekly  compositions  pre- 
pared by  the  boys.  I know  too,  that  the  first  and  only  boy  from  the 
school  who  ever  succeeded  at  the  public  examinations,  though  by  no 
means  the  first  who  has  tried,  is  a boy  who  left  the  school  some  three 
years  or  so  after  it  came  to  Hangchow.  As  to  “hangers  on,”  or  “ un- 
used lumber”  from  the  school,  it  has  been  in  operation  now  for  some 
thirty  years,  and  I know  that  no  man  would  dare  to  say  before  me  that 
there  is  one  “ hanger  on”  from  the  school, — I mean,  of  course,  a person 
who,  because  he  was  a scholar,  must  be  supported — or  that  the  young  men 
from  the  school  who  have  engaged  in  mission  work  will  lose,  all  things 
considered,  in  comparison  with  their  foreign  teachers,  or  colleagues,  or 
co-presbyters. 


ITEMS  OF  NEWS  FROM  SYRIA. 

The  Rev.  S.  Jessup  writes  from  Tripoli,  November  3d.  His  brief  notice 
of  the  famine  in  some  districts  reveals  great  distress.  Worse  still  is  the 
spirit  that  rules  in  many  hearts,  as  shown  in  the  first  paragraph. 

I sent  a messenger  some  days  ago  to  Safeeta,  to  take  word  to  Suleiman, 
a Nusairiyeh  boy,  that  we  could  send  him  to  Abeih  Seminary.  He  was 
greatly  delighted  and  went  home,  a half  hour’s  distance  from  Safeeta,  to 
get  ready  to  come.  He  has  not  been  heard  of  since.  The  messenger 
has;  he  was  murdered  in  a valley  three  hours  this  side  of  Safeeta,  and 
not  robbed.  The  Nusairiyeh  have  ways  that  are  dark  in  these  regions. 

Terrible  hunger  is  staring  everybody  in  the  face  in  Safeeta  district 
and  the  districts  immediately  adjoining.  Not  a few  are  starving  to  death 
because  of  sickness  preventing  them  from  work.  They  would  get  well  if 
they  could  get  bread. 

Miriam  Azar’s  father  united  with  the  church  last  spring.  He  is  one 
of  our  best  men.  He  has  always  been  independent  in  his  circumstances. 
He  has  lived  off  his  farm.  But  these  three  years  of  blight  have  reduced 
him  along  with  many  others.  In  addition,  he  has  been  sick  all  this  sum- 
mer and  a part  of  last  winter.  A few  days  ago  his  land  was  sold  out, 
while  he  was  on  his  back,  sick,  to  meet  the  debts  of  these  three  years  of 
blight.  Now  he  is  without  land,  without  food,  and  without  strength  to 
work,  and  he  has  five  mouths  to  feed.  This  is  one  story  of  hundreds, 
and  many  are  worse. 
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Not  in  many  years  has  the  Missionary  Department  of  our  Board  of 
Publication  been  so  greatly  in  need  of  help.  It  has  not  a dollar  now  in 
its  Missionary  Fund , while  a quarter’s  salary  has  just  fallen  due  to  all 
its  one  hundred  and  more  missionaries.  Very  many  applications  for 
grants  of  books,  tracts,  papers,  &c.,  from  needy  Sabbath-schools,  mission- 
aries, mission  churches,  and  others,  are  on  hand,  and  from  absolute  neces- 
sity postponed  indefinitely.  It  is  also  from  the  same  cause  declining  at 
present  to  commission  any  new  missionaries. 

The  Board  is  resolved  not  to  run  deeply  in  debt,  great  as  is  the  temp- 
tation to  do  so,  painful  as  is  the  alternative  of  refusing  aid  to  many  most 
worthy  and  needy  applicants,  and  more  painful  still  as  is  the  necessity  to 
curtail  its  noble  work  and  allow  some  of  its  missionaries  to  go  out  of 
commission. 

We  earnestly  appeal  to  churches  and  Sabbath-schools  to  come  to  our 
help  in  this  time  of  severe  need.  Let  them  remember  who  it  was  that 
said,  “It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive .”

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION. 

SHALL  THE  POOR  OF  CHRIST’S  FLOCK  BE  FED  AND  SHELTERED? 

It  is  the  expressed  will  of  the  Master,  that  they  be  thus  cared  for;  and 
yet  thousands  of  them  are  to-day  destitute  of  the  stated  ordinances  of 
the  sanctuary,  because  the}^  have  not  the  sanctuary  itself.  In  order 
that  they  and  their  children  may  have  the  bread  of  life,  it  is  essentially 
necessary  that  some  suitable  place  be  provided  for  the  minister  of  Christ 
to  gather  the  scattered  flock,  to  feed  them.  Until  there  is  such  provision 
made,  few  ministers  are  willing  to  spend  their  time  and  strength  in 
preaching  to  the  small  groups  that  can  be  occasionally  gathered,  in 
cottages  and  cabins.  And  if  men  are  found  willing  to  labor  amidst  such 
discouragements,  how  are  they  to  be  supported  ? The  Board  of  Missions 
cannot  afford  the  entire  support  of  the  missionary.  A part  of  his  living, 
and  generally  the  largest  part,  must  be  furnished  by  the  people.  But 
how  can  a little  congregation,  composed  of  half  a dozen  poor  families, 
furnish  that  which  is  necessary  for  the  minister’s  maintenance  ? The 
expectation  is  preposterous.  The  experiment  has  been  made  again  and 
again,  and  proved  a failure.  Many  a missionary,  after  a few  months  of 
self-denying  and  unsuccessful  labor,  has  been  compelled  to  abandon  the 
field.  But  in  most  places  where  a comfortable  and  commodious  house 
of  worship  is  provided,  the  people  flock  to  it ; not  only  professing  Chris- 
tians, but  also  people  of  the  world,  and  thus  the  minister’s  congregation 
is  doubled,  if  not  quadrupled,  and  the  means  of  his  support  greatly  aug- 
mented, and  the  money  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  proportion  saved  for 
other  fields.  Hear  what  some  of  these  men  of  God  have  to  say  on  this 
subject. 

A missionary  in  Wisconsin,  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  $400  to 
enable  them  to  complete  a church  that  cost  $1,800,  says:  “ Fifteen  years 
ago  we  built  a log  meeting-house,  for  which  only  fifty  cents  in  money 
was  contributed — the  people  gave  what  they  had — material  and  labor. 
I had  to  travel  from  my  other  place  of  preaching  more  than  twenty  miles 
on  foot  to  reach  my  appointment,  for  the  luxury  of  a horse  was  not  to  be 
had  in  the  congregation.  A year  later  a yoke  of  oxen  might  sometimes 
be  obtained  as  a special  favor.  Well,  the  log  house  still  stands,  to  remind 
us  of  the  good  old  times;  but  beside  it  stands  our  beautiful  church,  which 
holds  comfortably  more  than  three  times  the  number  of  worshippers,  and 
is  well  filled  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath.  Our  people  are  beginning  to  say, 
if  our  congregation  increases  at  this  rate,  our  house  will  not  hold  them. 
Had  we  remained  in  the  old  log  cabin,  it  would  have  been  large  enough 
for  years  to  come.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Board 
of  Church  Erection,  this  church  could  not  have  been  built,  and  all  this 
increase  must  have  been  lost.  If  all  our  churches  in  the  East  could  but 
see  and  understand  the  necessity  for  church  buildings,  and  the  great  use- 
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fulness  of  those  that  have  been  erected  through  the  aid  and  encourage- 
ment of  our  efficient  Board,  they  would  not  neglect  their  contributions  to 
its  treasury  as  they  do.” 

Another  writes  as  follows  : “ Dear  Brother — The  appropriation  of  the 
Board  has  filled  our  hearts  with  joy  and  gratitude.  Our  building  is  fin- 
ished and  paid  for.  Last  Sabbath  it  was  filled  to  overflowing;  many 
were  there  who  have  not  been  in  a house  of  worship  for  months  or  years. 
A heavy  burden  has  been  lifted  from  off  my  heart.  I can  now  preach  to 
four  times  the  number  of  hearers  I used  to  have.  The  people  seem  to 
feel  that  they  are  in  God's  House,  and  listen  with  more  devout  attention. 
I trust  we  shall  now  become  self-supporting.  We  shall  send  you  a col- 
lection soon — the  first-fruits  of  our  new  church  life.  Without  your 
assistance  we  must  have  remained  a poor,  dispirited,  and  dependent  flock. 
God  bless  the  Board  of  Church  Erection.” 


RELIEF  FUND  FOR  DISABLED  MINISTERS. 


“He  THAT  HATH  a BOUNTIFUL  EYE  shale  be  blessed.” 

“Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cky  of  the  poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself,  but 

SHALL  NOT  BE  HEARD.” 


PLEA  OF  A DISABLED  MINISTER. 

Let  him  state  his  own  case:  “Dear  Sir — I have  through  many  and 
severely  trying  circumstances  awaited  the  period  when  it  would  suit  you 
to  give  some  intimation  of  what  the  Board  or  Committee  have  done  in 
reference  to  my  application  for  an  appropriation  for  last  year.  Nor  do  I 
write  now  to  press  my  claim  prior  to  that  of  others  who  may  be  equally 
needy,  for  I wish  my  ‘moderation  to  be  known  unto -all  men,’  yet  I 
believe  there  are  few  who  are  equally  indigent.  My  wants  are  numer- 
ous and  pressing.  My  clothing  is  exceedingly  shabby ; and  uncomforta- 
ble it  would  prove,  in  a great  degree,  if  I were  exposed  to  the  weather. 
My  wardrobe  would  not  have  been  so  dilapidated  quite,  had  my  wife 
been  well,  but  she  had  an  attack  of  sciatic  rheumatism  of  the  severest 
kind,  under  which  she  suffered  excruciating  pain  for  a long  time.  It  is 
fourteen  weeks  since  she  was  taken,  and  now  she  is  trying  to  walk  with 
a crutch.  All  this  time  I was  without  a cent  of  money  to  get  what  little 
things  she  wanted,  and  those  of  whom  I might  borrow  were  equally 
indigent.  The  physician,  however,  was  a very  humane  man,  exceedingly 
attentive  and  charitable,  and  at  his  own  expense  procured  all  the  medi- 
cine she  needed. 

“Regarding  myself,  I have  only  to  say  that  I am  exceedingly  debili- 
tated. I am  unable  at  present  to  leave  the  house,  and  cannot  dress  or 
undress  without  assistance.  I am  indeed  more  infirm  this  winter  than 
usual.  I hope  I shall  improve  towards  spring,  should  I live  so  long, 
but  ‘ the  will  of  the  Lord  be  done.’  The  relative  with  whom  I am  living 
can  afford  me  no  aid,  for  he  is  so  involved  in  debt  that  he  is  going  to  sell 
all  he  owns  to  pay  his  creditors.  You  perceive,  therefore,  that  I am  phy- 
sically and  financially  dependent  on  the  assistance  of  others.  In  the 
latter  case,  what  I have  received  from  the  Relief  Fund  has  been  my 
entire  dependence,  and  without  which  I could  not  have  kept  out  of  the 
almshouse. 

“You  will  readily  perceive  the  amount  of  gratitude  I must  feel  to  God, 
the  Committee,  and  the  churches,  for  the  greatly  needed  aid  I have  re- 
ceived, and  how  perpetual  must  be  my  prayers  for  the  present  and  eternal 
welfare  of  you  all.  And  now  may  God  protect,  guide,  and  eternally  save 
you  and  all  connected  with  you  in  your  efforts  to  relieve  the  necessities 
of  poor  ministers  and  their  families.” 
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Other  letters  of  like  import  might  be  added,  but  this  will  show  how 
sorely  these  worthy  men  are  tried  by  their  state  of  destitution. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  kind  manner  in  which  response  is  made  to 
appeals. 

From  Ohio  comes  this:  “I  enclose  a draft  on  New  York  for  fifty 
dollars,  a contribution  of  myself  and  wife  for  your  Committee  for  relief  of 
Disabled  Ministers.  Trusting  this  sum  may  aid  these  worthy  benefi- 
ciaries and  brethren  in  Christ,  I am  yours  truly.” 

A clerical  friend  of  the  cause  writes:  “You  may  acknowledge  the 
enclosed  contribution  of  Fifty  Dollars  to  the  Relief  Fund.  ‘A  memorial 
of  the  widow  of  a minister.  In  life , she  loved  to  supply  the  wants  of 
God's  needy  servants.  Now  she  has  joined  the  flock  in  heaven.  Rev.  7. 
Mrs.  A.  H.  P."  Blessed  woman!  She  is  enjoying  the  treasure  she  laid 
up  in  heaven,  and  her  bright  example  is  yet  bearing  this  good  fruit  in 
those  who  tread  in  her  footsteps. 

An  elect  lady,  who  wishes  to  be  known  simply  as  a friend,  says : 
“ Enclosed  I send  you  Fifty  Dollars  by  post-office  order,  as  a New  Year's 
Offering  for  1875,  to  the  Relief  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers.”  The 
Lord  loveth  a cheerful  giver. 

A minister  faithful  and  beloved  writes : “ I enclose  my  check  for 
Twenty  Dollars,  a donation  to  the  Relief  Fund,  from  M.  T.  B.  It  is 
money  which  has  been  saved  at  intervals  during  the  year  to  buy  a muff 
for  the  donor,  but  which  is  cheerfully  sacrificed  for  the  needs  of 
God’s  dear  children.”  This  gift  made  glad  the  heart  of  an  aged  servant 
of  God,  whose  want  was  extreme.  No  one  ever  parted  with  anything 
for  Jesus'  sake,  Who  did  not  “receive  manifold  more  in  this  present  time, 
and  in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting.” 

The  amount  still  needed  to  make  up  the  $110,000  recommended  by  the 
last  Assembly,  is  Fifty-five  Thousand  Dollars. 


GENERAL  ASSEMBLY’S  COMMITTEE  ON  FREEDMEN. 

Receipts. — In  December,  $4,648.02,  a little  less  than  the  amount  re- 
ported for  December  1873.  From  April  1st,  1874,  to  January  1st,  1875, 
$22,861.39,  which  is  $2,240.80  less  than  the  amount  received  during  the 
same  period  in  1873.  But  our  balance  on  hand,  April  1st,  in  the  present 
year,  as  compared  with  that  of  April  1st  preceding,  was  less  by  $1,172.06, 
which,  added  to  the  $2,240.80  deficit  named,  makes  the  actual  deficit  of 
the  present  fiscal  year  up  to  January  1st,  $3,412.86.  If  the  apportionment 
($75,000,)  by  the  General  Assembly  for  this  work  during  the  current 
year,  shall  be  met,  there  remains  $52,138.61  to  be  received  in  three 
months,  from  January  1st,  1875. 

liberty  county,  Georgia. — ( Continued .) 

For  the  introduction  to  what  follows,  we  refer  our  readers  to  the  last 
number  of  the  Record ; and  our  apology  for  occupying  so  much  space  with 
a single  article,  is  the  interest  which  attaches  to  the  enlargement  of  our 
work  among  a body  of  colored  Presbyterians,  numbering  some  800  in  a 
single  church. 

From  late  letters  of  Mr.  W.,  our  white  missionary,  who  has  but  lately 
entered  this  field,  we  give  the  following  extracts,  which  tell  their  own 
story. 
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“ Here  we  are  in  Liberty  county,  near  old  Midway.  But  oh  what  a 
trial  we  have  come  through ! I found  it  was  cheaper  and  thought  it  was 
better  to  charter  a little  steamboat  to  bring  us  here ; but  I had  occasion 
to  wish  that  I had  spent  a hundred  dollars  more  by  some  other  mode  of 
conveyance. 

“We  embarked  furniture  and  family  last  Tuesday  evening,  sending  a 
message  to  ‘Uncle  Joe’  to  have  the  people  meet  us  with  wagons  at  the 
river  landing,  next  morning.  We  steamed  out  from  Brunswick,  and 
after  ten  miles,  found  the  tubes  of  the  boiler  leaking,  and  putting  out 
the  fire.  Turned  back  to  Brunswick  and  spent  the  day  in  repairs.  Tried 
it  again,  and  went  one-third  of  the  way,  when  out  flew  the  plugs,  and 
down  streamed  the  water,  and  put  the  fire  out  again.  Then,  for  three 
more  days,  it  was  go  a few  miles,  stop  for  want  of  steam,  get  into  the 
boiler  and  plug  again.  The  top-heavy  little  boat  gave  a lurch  now 
and  then,  sending  family  and  furniture  from  side  to  side.  The  little 
cabin  was  crowded  with  goods,  so  that  we  had  no  standing  place,  and 
our  family  of  six  slept  (if  we  could)  on  two  mattresses  spread  on  barrels. 
Mrs.  W.  declares  that  her  principal  covering  for  two  nights  was  a table 
that  would  keep  slipping  down  upon  her.  The  crew  took  provisions  for 
one  day.  Fortunately,  the  good  ladies  of  Brunswick  had  filled  a large 
basket,  to  keep  us  here  for  a few  days.  For  one  day  we  were  all  out  of 
water.  Coming  up  North  Newport  river,  we  hailed  a gentleman  on  a 
bluff,  who  proved  a friend  indeed,  conveyed  us  to  his  house,  treated  us 
like  a prince,  and  discovered  that  he  and  Mrs.  W.  had  been  playmates 
when  children;  and  this  was  the  first  meeting  since  their  childhood. ” 
Thus  instead  of  one  night,  as  they  had  expected,  they  were  out  over  four 
days.  “The  people,”  he  says,  “spent  two  days  at  the  landing  and 
then  gave  us  up  for  lost.  Our  eldest  son  had  come  round  by  railroad 
with  a horse  I bought  for  our  travelling  here,  and  he  was  sick  at  heart 
with  fears.  But  at  last,”  he  adds,  “our  whistle  woke  all  Dorchester  and 
the  region  round  about,  and  soon  a multitude  of  whites  and  blacks  hur- 
ried to  welcome  us  and  convey  us  to  our  n£w  home.” 

“ The  Sabbath-school  is  going  to  be  a great  feature  of  our  Sabbath 
services.  I gather  all  the  congregation  after  recess,  young  and  old, 
together  in  one  grand  class,  and  do  the  work  myself — catechise,  teach, 
preach,  sing,  varied  with  commandments,  creeds,  stories,  questions,  and 
responses.  It  is  a big  school,  and  the  people  like  it  better  than  my 
morning  service.  . . It  is  exceedingly  interesting  to  me,  and  for  an  hour 
and  a half  I have  the  undivided  attention  of  young  and  old.  The  variety 
of  exercises  makes  the  time  pass  swiftly  and  unnoticed.  My  great  point 
is  to  preach  on  each  question  in  the  Catechism.  I say  ‘ there  are  many 
great  and  necessary  questions  we  should  ask,  which  the  world  cannot 
answer,  and  which  only  God  can  satisfy,  and  which  he  has  answered  in 
the  Bible.’  Then  I ask  a question;  and  then  we  ask  the  Bible  ; and 
then  they  tell  what  it  answers  ; and  then  I explain  and  illustrate,  and 
expatiate,  and  enforce  the  answer,  as  from  God,  for  their  good.” 

The  Parochial  School. — At  Dorchester,  (five  miles  from  the  church 
in  which  the  parochial  as  well  as  the  Sabbath-school  is  conducted,)  is  the 
only  suitable  dwelling  which  Mr.  W.  could  obtain  for  his  family,  and 
thus  a daily  journey  of  ten  miles  is  required  in  order  to  conduct  the 
school.  In  regard  to  which  he  says: 

“ Midway  school  still  grows — is  getting  to  be  ‘ a big  thing,’  is  settling 
into  thorough  graded  organization,  and  is  going  to  be  a success.  So 
far  the  order  has  been  excellent,  the  deportment  pleasant,  and  the  interest 
great,  at  times  exciting.  They  must  have  been  under  good  training 
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heretofore,  and  such  a school  is  such  a novelty  and  so  important  to  them. 
All  the  community  regard  it  with  delight,  as  the  hope  of  the  people.  I 
teach  both  church  and  school  to  thank  God  for  the  gift,  and  pray  his 
blessing  on  their  friends.  The  school  numbers  138  to-day.  There  was  a 
want  of  books  and  uniform  lessons.  I have  been  to  Savannah,  and 
bought  about  $100  worth  of  books,  slates,  etc.  The  people  are  paying 
for  them  in  money,  corn,  poultry,  &c.  Poor  people,  they  are  still  wretch- 
edly poor,  with  a few  exceptions.  I have  got  them  to  promise  to  try  to 
give  your  Committee  one  dollar  a year  for  each  child  in  the  school,  as  a 
token  of  their  gratitude  to  God,  and  their  sympathy  for  their  fellow- 
freedmen.”
